SHELTON AND UA 
ENTER INTO PILOT 
PROJECT TO IMPROVE 
MATH RETENTION 

Students often find math 
to be a difficult subject 
However, this fall a joint 
project between the 
University of Alabama and 
Shelton State Community 
College offers students in 
several college math classes 
the opportunity to not only 
improve their math skills but 
to learn how to relieve some 
of the anxiety often 
associated with the subject. 

Funded through the 

Tuscaloosa Consortium for 
Higher Education (TCIDE) 
and the Rosenbaum 
Foundation, a private 
foundation located in 
Chicago, Illinois, the 

project, which is called the 
Algebra Pilot Project, is 
designed to improve 

students’ retention in 

mathematics by using 
teaching methods that force 
students to concentrate and 
review their subject areas. 
The TCHE, which is 
composed of Shelton, the 





UA, and Stillman College, 
has committed S 1 0* ■ j for 
the project during the Fall 
semester, and the 
Rosenbaum Foundation is 
funding another $25,000. 

Basic college math classes 
taught at the University and 
at Shelton were selected for 
the project. Shelton 
instructor Linda Baggett 
chose one of her Math 109 
classes for the project and at 
the University of Alabama, 
Camille Stiener is teaching 
two classes. Nancy Fisher, 
who also teaches math at 
the University, coordinates 
the project for the 
University. 

According to Baggett, 
timed quizzes and tests, 
which are cumulative in 
nature, are given during 
each class period. Besides 
the additional work and 
quizzes, a statistical analysis 
and a statistical review are 
prepared by the instructors 
before each class period in 
order to track the students’ 
progress. 

“After the first class 
session, students seemed to 
be very receptive," Baggett 
said. “Math is cumulative 
and each class builds on the 
one before it. t he instructor 
has to make quizzes for 
every test, scan the answer 
sheets, and perform a 
statistical analysis after each 
class period. We also meet 
once a week for planning 
purposes.” 


Interest in the project 
developed when a study was 
published in 1996 by Y. 
Sagher of the University of 
Illinois at Chicago and M.V. 
Siadate at Richard Daley 
College, a two-year college 
also located in Chicago. 
The title of the study was 
“Building Study and Work 
Skills in a College 
Mathematics Classroom.” 
The results of the 
Chicago study found that 
student retention was better 
in math and other studies 
that force concentration at 
the mastery level, and when 
factors such as quizzes in 
every class session and 
additional work for the 
students were added.

Murphy, director of 
Shelton’s wellness program, 
Mark Richardson, UA 
associate professor of 
human performance, and 
former Shelton instructor 
Pat Ochoa Emplaincourt, 
who is currently a doctoral 
student at the UA, will 
evaluate various means of 
assessing physical activity in 
the elderly. Chris Haynes, 
a member of Shelton’s 
biology department, and 
Jonathan Keiser, a graduate 
student in the University 
department of biological 
sciences, received a TCHE 
grant as initial funding for 
using computer software to 
create a system to study 
trends in species distribution 
in Alabama waterways. 
They plan to compile and 
update distribution maps of 
the 342 species of 
caddisflies in Alabama 
waterways, enter updated 
maps into a geographic 
information system and use 
the data as baseline 
information to construct a 
preliminary Alabama Index 
of Biotic Integrity. Once 
completed, this research is 
expected to assist federal 


and state agencies in 
identification and 
conservation of Alabama 
aquatic ecosystems.
